CHASED BY SHARKS. 


Fishermen Made 
for 
Shore When 
They Saw the Monsters.

That a shark is voraciou s will be 
attested to at any time by Captain 
W. J. Bou nds and R. J. Stewart, two 
well-known fishermen 
of 
Wicomico 
cou nty, says the Philadelphia Press. 
Sharks, viciou s and voraciou s sharks, 
of the man-eating tribe, are nu merou s 
in the waters of the creek du ring the 
closing days of su mmer. 
Their ap­ 
pearance in the creek there, which 
u su ally occu rs abou t this time of the 
year, renders it extremely dangerou s 
for devotees of the rod and reel to 
engage in a day’s sport, and more than 
one local sportman 
was compelled 
last week to “pu ll for the shore” or 
stand battle 
with 
the 
angry and 
hu ngry sharks. 
Yesterday 
Captain 
Bou nds 
and 
Captain Stewart, the venerable fish­ 
ermen of Wicomico cou nty, had q u ite 
an exciting “ru n” from a school of 
the man-eaters, which they will not 
be apt to forget soon. The two were 
in midstream enjoying the sport of 
pu lling in fish at a lively clip, when 
a school of sharks made its appear­ 
ance arou nd the bend abou t 200 yards 
ahead of them. 
The admiral of the 
shark flotilla, a big fellow, who seem­ 
ed to be leading the way, u pon seeing 
the fishermen “rang u p” and headed 
for the boat occu pied by Bou nds and 
Stewart bow on. 
They were coming 
with the speed of a torpedo boat, and 
as it was mealtime, both of the fish­ 
ermen and the sharks, 
the former 
were not long in finding it ou t and 
making u p their minds to eat their 
dinner on the 
banks 
of the creek. 
They immediately pu t oars to the boat 
and pu lled for 
their 
lives and the 
shore. 
The sharks were gaining on them. 


Jilt the fishermen didn’t stop to meas­ 
u re distances, as it was dinner hou r 
for all concerned. 
With su perhu man 
effort they bent to their oars, shooting 
the boat throu gh the water, and final­ 
ly reached shore. Two of the big fish, 
the leader and his closest followers, 
ran in too near the shore and became 
stu ck in a mu d flat. 
Captain Bou nds 
seized his rifle lying in the boat and 
dispatched them both. 
The men de­ 
clare that the larger of the two sharks 
wou ld measu re nearly eight feet and 
the smaller one abou t five and a half. 
After killing their leader the other 
sharks, some half dozen in nu mber, 
sank below the su rface and were seen 
no more. 
The two men didn’t care to take 
chances on rowing home, so they took 
the land rou te. Captain Stewart says 
there is not enou gh fish in the Atlan­ 
tic ocean, if they were all in the creek, 
to indu ce him to go fishing again u ntil 
cool weather sets in.
